Claim 1 1 (currently amended): A method of treating sinusitis and rhinitis in a human 
or an animal in need thereof, the method comprising: 

administering to a nasal passageway of the human or the animal a composition 
comprising alpha-hydroxypropionic acid and a pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle, wherein 
the alpha-hydroxypropionic acid is in a concentration of 0.2-±W vol.% based on the volume 
of the acceptable pharmaceutical vehicle. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The method as claimed in claim 11, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle comprises 1,2,3-propanotriol, 1 ,2-propanodiol, serum, or 
a balanc e d mixture consisting of at least two of the foregoing.

Claim 17 (currently amended): The method as claimed in claim 11, wherein the 
composition is used as to exfoliate the mucosa of t he nasal passagesa nasal releaser .

Claim 20 (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 12, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle is 1,2,3-propanotriol. 

Claim 21 (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 12, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle is serum. 

Claim 22 (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 12, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle is 1,2-propanodiol.

Claim 24 (currently amended): The method as claimed in claim 11, wherein the 
composition is placed into a pharmaceutical^ acceptable form consisting of drops, a spray, 
ander a fine powder.

Claim 27 (previously presented): The method of Claim 22, wherein the composition 
has a ratio of the alpha-hydroxypropionic acid to the 1,2-propanodiol of 1:1 to 1:5. 

Claim 28 (currently amended): A method of treating an upper respiratory 
disorder kfeetieft in a human or an animal in need thereof, the method comprising: 

administering to a nasal passageway of the human or the animal a composition 
comprising: 

alpha-hydroxypropionic acid; and 

a pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle comprising 1,2,3-propanotriol, 1,2- 
propanodiol, a serum of 1,2-propanodiol, or abalanced mixtures of at least two of the 
foregoing vehicles; 

wherein the alpha-hydroxypropionic acid is in a concentration of 0.2-j4W vol.% based on 
the volume of the acceptable pharmaceutical vehicle. 

Claim 29 (currently amended): The method of Claim 28?, wherein the upper 
respirator y disorde r infection is rosulto in sinusitis or rhiniti s. 

Claim 30 (currently amended): A method of treating an upper respirator y disorder 
infection caused by bacteria in a human or an animal in need thereof, the method comprising: 

administering to a nasal passageway of the human or the animal a composition 
comprising alpha-hydroxypropionic acid and a pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle, wherein 
the alpha-hydroxypropionic acid is in a concentration of 0.2-.44O vol.% based on the volume 
of the acceptable pharmaceutical vehicle. 
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Claim 31 (currently amended): The method of Claim 30, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle comprises 1,2,3-propanotriol, 1,2-propanodiol, a serum 
of 1,2-propanodiol, or abalanced mixtures of at least two of the foregoing vehicles. 

Claim 32 (currently amended): The method of Claim 30, wherein the upper 
respiratory disorde r infoction is results in sinusitis or rhinitis . 
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
